
JEANNE D’ARC’S FAST MCE. 

DEFEATS FITZ HERBERT AND OTHER SPEEDY 
6 PRINTERS IN CLOSE TO RECORD TIME. 

Cotvtto Easily Runs Away from Strike Out — Four 
Favorites and Two Second Choices Sweep 
the Oakland Card. 



San Francisco, Cal., November 17. — Jeanne d’Arc 
decisively reversed her previous running with Fitz 
Herbert in the Clay Handicap at Oakland today, win- 
ning that five- furlongs feature from seven fast 
horses, including the Hildreth two-year-old. Booger 
Red. Native Son, Cloudlight. Restigouehe. Little 
Jane and Rose Queen. The Forsythe filly ac- 
complished the feat with ridiculous ease in’ the ex- 
ceedingly fast time of 59$ seconds. The race was 
marked bjr more foul riding than usual. Fitz Her- 
bert. the chief sufferer, being practically eliminated 
as a contender by crowding, which eventually pre- 
vented him from getting up. despite an electrifying 
6 tretch Sprint. 

Rose Queen, the champion two-year-old of the 
California spring racing and ridden by Sweet, was 
the first and chief offender and established an early 
clear lead after crowding the favorite to the fence. 
She was subsequently subjected to a dose of her 
own medicine and put out of commission by another 
horse in Booger Red. In the meantime Jeanne 
d’Arc enjoyed clear sailing on the outside, rapidly 
ran around on the outside on the turns and drew out 
and won off as her rider pleased in the stretch. 
The net result of this carnival of rough riding was 
a series of profusely bleeding cuts on Fitz Herl*ert 
and Rose Queen’s hind legs. temjH>rarily throwing 
both of these grand young thoroughbreds out of 
training. Restigouoho. which ran coupled with Fitz 
Herbert as the Hildreth entry, was ridden by an ob- 
scure stable hand and virtually left at the post. 

The stewards took cognizance of the rough riding 
in the big race by fining jockey Sweet, the rider of 
Rose Queen. $25. 

Despite the small field in the closing race at a 
mile its running developed unsatisfactory incidents. 
Neva Lee began this by her unreadiness at the 
start, which resulted in her being practically left. 
Gilbert immediately after crowded Woodcraft out 
of his position and agaiu later on fouled him so 
palpably that the stewards began an investigation, 
which may result in Gilliert’s suspension. 

The almost unprecedented success enjoyed by pub 
lie choices during this meeting continued today, four 
favorites and’ two second choices being the record. 

Cotytto scored her third successive victory of the 
season in the second race at five and a half furlongs. 
The vastly improved Spreckels filly simply played 
with her opponents, among whieli was included tin* 
Phenomenally fast Strike Out. and gave indisputable 
evidence of stake class. In any event, many of the 
local horsemen believe she is the liest two-year-old 
filly in training here. 

CAPTAIN RICE IN GOOD STANDING. 

By a mailed vote sent here to Secretary Harvey 
Woodruff by the stewards of the Western Jockey 
Club. Captain R. R. Rice of Warner. Ark., was 
today restored to good standing. Ca» **’bi R. R. Rice 
was disqualified from participating on any of the 
tracks under Western Jockey Club supervision for 
Iiaviug engaged in the racing at Union Park. St. 
Louis, and Essex Park. Hot Springs, in the fall 
and winter of 1905. at the time that the American 
Turf Association was formed and the big split up 
in western and southern racing affairs occurred. 
Rankled at not being allowed to engage in the racing 
at the inaugural meeting of the Oaklawn track at 
Hot Springs. Captain R. R. Rice declared war on the 
sport in his native state and was instrumental in 
having Senator Amis, representing Warner. Ark., 
introduce the bill in the legislature that eventually 
put a stop to the sport in Arkansas. 

Aside from the reinstatement surprise is mani 
fasted that the association known as the Western 
Jockey Club, and thought to be out of existence, is 
btill very much in the active list. 

CUSHING SEEKS RAILROAD MONEY.

Arlington Hotel company. 

This committee will draft a hill providing for a 
spring and fall meeting, restricting the number of 
days racing shall be conducted.

The famous milk-fed tliorougbbred. Azote, which 
ran unsuccessfully in the Derby this year, broke 
its leg during an obstacle race at .St. Rouen, and had 
to l>e shot, says a Morning Leader telegram. 
Azote’s racing career yvas brief and inglorious. He 
ran six times and his best performance in a race 
was to finish fourth, and on that occasion there 
were only five runners. 

There is as much interest now in certain Jockeys 
as there is in the racing itself, and especially Maher 
and Higgs, the two left In the running for the 
jockey premiership. Their friends provide them with 
excellent chances for gaining brackets and naturally 
this is reflected in the betting. 

Prince Carl Kinsky has tendered Ills resignation 
of the presidency of the Austrian Jockey Club on 
private grounds, says Deutscber Sport. The prince 
first became famous as a sportsman when he rode 
his mare. Zoedone. to victory in the Grand National 
of 1883. 

Bayardo has won all the seven races he has con- 
tested this year with the greatest ease and earned 
during the season for his owner. Mr. Fairie. $61,540 
iu stakes. He is one of the best two-year-olds to 
ever win the Dewhurst Plate since its establishment 
in 1875. although the list of winners iueludes Bal 
Gal, Chatnant, Donovan. Dutch Oven, Friar’s Bal- 
sam. Kislier. Meddler. Orme. Ormonde. Paradox. 
Pilgrimage. Rock 8 and, 8 t. Frusquin and Wheel of 
Fortune. Bayardo does not run again this year, and 
if lie goes on all right will wiu the classic races 
of next year for certain. 

DEATH OF JEAN BEREAUD. 

Jean Bereaud is dead. He was the leading wiu 
ning two year-old of 1898 and a race horse of great 
merit. He was bred by Gideon Daly at their Holm 
del Farm in New Jersey and was a sou of His High 
ness and the Sensation mare. Carrie C. As a two- 
year-old he won seven of bis first eight races in un- 
broken succession in the colors of Sydney Paget. 
Counsellor Wernberg tie at him in his first race, 
which was at Morris Park. Then in order he won 
the National Stallion Race. Eclipse Stakes. Hudson 
Stakes, Great American Stakes, Tremont Stakes, 
Great Trial Stakes and the • second half of the 
Double Event. After that he trained off and was 
beaten in his other two races, but lie was the best 
of liis ago and won $65,357. As a three-year-old be 
won the Withers Stakes and Belmont Stakes and. 
falling lame, was retired for the year. As a four 
year-old ho won the Brookdale Handicap, but was 
unsuccessful in his other races. In the stud bis 
success lias not been marked, but being a young 
horse, there is no telliug what he might have done 
had in* lived longer. He died at Horse Haven Farm 
near Lexington. November 15. of acute indigestion. 

JOCKEY MORIARITY RULED OFF. 

Houston. Tex.. November 17. — After John McBride 
had won Saturday with Butwell in the saddle. Judge 
Murphy made a quiet investigation and as a result of 
it set Moriarity down for life. Moriarity hod the 
mount on John McBride on his previous start when 
he was beaten by Wise Hand. Judge Murphy is 
determined that Texas racing shall be kept clean 
and that all cases of dishonesty will meet with 
severe punishment. The following official rulings 
were handed down by him yesterday;

WILL TRY TO SAVE KENILWORTH. 

Buffalo. N. Y.. November 17. — August Belmont, 
who bolds a $75,000 mortgage on the Kenilworth 
track here, came to Buffalo Saturday to discuss with 
the stockholders of the Buffalo Driving Association, 
which owns the track, the question of foreclosure. 
Suit to foreclose the mortgage for non-paymeut of 
Interest was begun last week. 

A conference was held between Mr. Belmont. John 
N. Hall, attorney for the Buffalo men interested in 
the track. H. Montgomery GerraDS, who is one of 
the stockholders, and others anxious to see the 
present ownership of the track continued. 

No definite action was announced, but an effort 
will be made by the Driving Association to raise 
funds to carry the mortgage and 'retain the prop- 
erty. 

NO CONCLUSION AS TO NEW ORLEANS.

BOOKMAKING ON NEW YORK TRACKS. 

Trials and Tribulations Brought to the Layers by 
the New Law. 

Bookmakers, so called, have just finished the hard- 
est year in the history of the American turf. Many 
of them because of operations on the Jockey Club’s 
tracks have been arrested and indicted by the grand 
jury, while others have skipped out leaving unserved 
warrants behind them. The passage of the antl- 
bettiug law came upon the bookmaking fraternity 
like a thunderclap. For a dozen years they had been 
permitted, under the provisions of the Percy-Gray 
law. to gamble openly with the public, which con- 
sisted of thousands of persons each day. Under 
these conditions the bookmakers sat in a circle In a 
huge betting ring, each with his crew, consisting 
of cashier, sheet writer and outside man. about him. 
Cash wagers were handled without limit, also re 
corded in such a manner that there was little ground 
for disputes. In a word, hookmaking had grown into 
a business, requiring labor, skill, money and brains. 

But the Hart-Agnew law knocked this business 
into a cocked hat. Overnight the whole complexion 
of affairs changed. There was no longer any betting 
ring, except a bare place patrolled by blue-coats. 
There was no longer any system of betting. In fact 
people were quickly made aware of the fact that 
even to whisper a bet of one dollar on some horse 
or other was liatde to result in a jail sentence. In 
forty-eight hours after Governor Hughes signed the 
bill the great crowds of former days were gone. 
From an average daily attendance, exclusive of Sat- 
urday. of 18,000 men and women, the figures fell 
off until 2,500 was a liberal estimate. Where did 
these people go? Did they stop betting entirely. 
Many have since declared that poolrooms and hand- 
books gobbled up their patronage, but whether that 
was true or not. the fact remains that persons who 
used to visit the track and bet $ 1 . $ 2 . $3 or $5 
disappeared suddenly and' did not return. 

Who made up the 2,500 who came to the races 
day in aud day out with clock-like regularity? Per- 
haps fifty former bookmakers were there, each with 
four helpers. Then there were 200 deputy sheriffs, 
policemen in uniform and plain clothes, private 
sleuths aud upstate gumshoe artists, all looking 
for violations of the law or perhaps something more 
agreeable. Trainers, owners, .jockeys, stablemen, 
breeders and horse dealers made up another band 
of perhaps 500 more. Track officials, stockholders, 
lawyers, waiters,' bartenders, Pinkertons, laborers 
and others amounted to another 500 perhaps. That 
left a trifle more than 500 real live bettors, who 
had credit with the so-called bookmakers just so 
long as they paid their obligations. 

It has not been recorded just bow many welchers 
there were, but it would Ik* glossing it over to say 
only a few. And. by the way. it must be remem- 
bered that the former !>ookmakors had to settle up 
each day in cash on pain of banishment from the 
track, but there was no way they could collect debts 
from recalcitrant bettors. But these were not the 
greatest hardships which the layers suffered. Under 
incessant police surveillance, they were always on 
the watch for sleuths or stool pigeons. They had 
to keep their eyes open for all kinds of traps set for 
them by the detectives hired by various district at 
torneys. They did not dare to trust a casual ac- 
quaintance for fear that lie might be trying to get 
evidence against them, and in the course of time 
they were simply living in a reign of terror. 

Though arrested at Gravesend in September, both 
Sol Lichtenstein and Tom Shaw* were among those 
discharged by Magistrate Geismar the other day. 
To any regular who watched these two men from day 
to day it was clearly apparent that they were carry- 
! ing on an extensive business with friends on a credit 
basis, but to prove a case against them was another 
matter. Lichtenstein, formerly the best-known book- 
maker in the ring, stood on the lawn every afternoon 
chewing a black cigar. Three men were constantly 
at his elliow, leaning over very closely whenever Sol 
had a whispered conversation with a player. No 
odds were shown, no money was flashed, and as far 
as any one could see no records were made. For that 
reason the authorities in Kings. Queens. Nassau, 
Westchester aud Saratoga counties could not secure 
sufficient evidence against Lichtenstein to make out 
a case against him. 

It was the same with Tom Shaw. A six-footer, 
be was continually on the move, with three of his 
men at bis heels. By nodding or shaking his head 
he showed whether he wanted a bet or not. but. 
like Litchtenstein. Shaw did not show prices of any 
kind, accepted no money and did business so quietly 
that he had the sleuths baffled beyond a doubt. 
George Rose did business all season without being 
arrested. He, too. was. so careful that it was im- 
possible to get the goods on him. He was told to 
quit at Sheepshead Bay and readily agreed to do so, 
at itbe same time declaring that he was $150,000 
ahead, and all on credit betting, too. Rose acted 
as a sort of clearing house for the other bookmakers. 
He took any kind of a wager offered him and then 
let the horses run. At Belmont Park the day 
Golden Legend won Rose quoted 40 to 1 to bis cus- 
tomers and lost $12,700 on the colt, which was the 
only one backed, as the big Californian would not 
accept a dollar on Lady Selina, the favorite, at 1 to 
2. That was going some, but Rose, it must be 
remembered. Is an exception. 

“If it bad not been for the gameness of the book- 
makers,” said one of them the other day, “the 
tracks would have closed up long ago. We could 
have quit and gone to other tracks where there was 
real business with no annoyance if we’d wanted to. 
but we did not feel like surrendering under fire. So 
we stuck it out, though subjected to persecution, 
blackmail, grafting and all sorts of things that did 
not go when the old law was in effect. Few of ns 
have made a dollar, hut we’ve been able to keep 
our crews at work, which was something. Poor 
fellows, they don’t know any other business, and if 
we quit they will go to the wall. We’ve gone to 
the end of the season along with the track owners 
for the purpose of doing what we can to keep the 
turf game alive, and we feel that there will be a 
turning point In the present rocky road.”

Brilliant Racers Sent Out from R. J. Hancock’s 
Ellerslie Stud by Eolus and His Successors.. 

“I have been breeding and raising thoroughbred 
race horses for thirty-six years and during all these 
years I have never bet a cent nor bought a pool.” 
is Ihc extraordinary statement of Captain It. J. 
Hancock, the venerable breeder, who. with his 
son. Arthur Hancock, conducts the historic horse 
farm. Ellerslie, near Charlottesville, Virginia. Such 
« statement, coming from :► man of Captain Han- 
cock’s standing, who has bred some of the most 
notable stake winners in America aiul for more than 
a generation has been identified with the affairs of 
the turf, its fascinations, excitements and tempta- 
tions, should prove an agreeable surprise just now, 
when there is so much legislation that is hostile 
to horse racing. It goes to show that the old-time 
conception of the sport partook as much of legit- 
imate business and rivalry as it did of speculation. 
In discussing the present conditions and future of 
racing. Captain Hancock made the following state- 
ment : 

‘‘What I say is with no ill will to any of my . 
brother breeders and turfmen. There an* James It. 
Haggln. James II. Keene, August Belmont. II. I’. 
Whitney. Henry Oxnard ami John Madden with their 
numerous broodmares and stallions. *Thesc gentle- 
men bre«*d and raise race horses enough every year 
t<* furnish the world with sueli stock, if they were 
the right sort. 

“Now as to England. There are Edward VII.. a 
true sportsman; Lord Rosebery, t lie Duke of Port- 
land and the Duke of Westminster. Perhaps they 
are four of the wealthiest men in the kingdom. I 
doubt if either of them has as many as thirty brood- 
mares in their studs, but they arc the cream of the 
stud book. 

“Compare these with a lot of mares picked up pro- 
miscuously — the worthless ones to eat t lie heads off 
the good ones every winter. Now, why cannot we 
Americans adopt the same tactics V (Jet rid of the 
trash and breed nothing but the bluest blood. 

“Then there is France. I understand she will not 
allow a two-year-old to start until August 1 every 
year, which is good, hard sense, and our jockey clubs 
would do well to profit by the example. Under pres- 
ent conditions $5,000 is enough to give any two 
year-old to run a six- furlong race, and $10,000 for 
any three year-old stake. 

“For instance, start the three-year olds, say at 
Pimlico, not earlier than the first or middle of 
May, and a liberal amount of older horses in handi- 
caps and overnight events. What good sense is 
there in giving such horses as Morello or Colin 
$4<i.M00 or $50,000 to run a six-furlong race when 
Bush Whacker and Princeton were sent four-mile 
heats (three heats, twelve miles), and the old Mary- 
land. Jockey Club gave only $2,500 added money V 

“They were sure enough race horses, and so were 
C.lenmore and Willie P., which went the same route 
over the same track for tho same amount of money 
in the fastest time ever made at the distance.” 

Thoroughly warmed np to (bis theme, with a be- 
nt* volent but virile sparkles in his fine eyes, the 
stanch old Virginian continued: 

“I do not advocate four-mile heats nor three-mile 
beats, but I think two miles Is not too far to send 
a good horse, and occasionally a dasli of two and a 
half miles, three miles and four miles. 

“We can certainly bleed as good horses as Eng- 
land or France, aDd we should begin next year to 
send them as the English ami French do. Let the 
jockey chrbs reduce the amouut of the stakes, espe- 
cially fur two-ycar-olda. and tho gate money and 



entrance fees will Ik? sufficient. I imagine, to foot 
the bills and have a good margin ln'shlcs.” 

Prominent among the trees at Ellerslie is the elm. 
There is a tradition among horsemen that wherever 
the elm tree grows thoroughbred horses will thrive. 

In creating bis establishment Captain Hancock 
had good judgment to begin with, which he supple- 
mented by careful study of blood lines, individual 
eliaract eristics and mating. Along with this he made 
close observation of the natural requirements in the 
development of soundness, health and all the attri- 
butes that count in a typical race horse, while his 
long experience with the life on the farm, and its 
vicissitudes equips him for the business. 

When he selected Charaxus to breed to the fillies 
of his premier sire. Eolus, lie revealed a discrimina- 
tion which has attracted the attention of horsemen 
every where. The following is but an incomplete 

chronicle of the great racers sent out from Ellerslie:

Eolus. was a son of Leamington and Fanny Wash- 
ington. coming from stock noted for its racing pow- 
ers. Not only was Eolus a great sire but he begot 
colts timt made good as sires. For example. Morello 
was the sire of Eddie Jones, one of the best horses 
ever raced on the coast; Imperious, winner of the 
Burns $10,0fH* Handicap, etc.; Russell, which sired 
Triaditza (Memphis seven-eighths mile record. 

1:272); Miss Bennett, champion two-year-old in the 
west in 1900; Cfaeesemite. the crack steeplechaser of 
that year in the west. 

In speaking of steeplechasers. Charaxus sired the 
groat hurdler Charawind. another western star iu 
1900 and agaiu in 1903, when he won six cross- 
country races. 

Coming down to more recent times, for the last 
three or four years Fatherless, a son of Isonomy 
:i ml Orphan Agnes, has presided as premier at the 
Ellerslie court. He was a great race horse in Eng- 
land when importer! to Virginia and has made his 
impress upon the racing stock of the state. Isonomy 
is the only horse that ever sired two winners of the 
“Triple Event.” In 1905. up to April 13, Fatherless 
was the only sire in the United States tliat season 
to be represented by five two-year-old winners, and 
this year be has a place in the list of twenty leading 
stallions. 

Some Baltimore horsemen have owned Fatherless 
colts and raced them on the New York tracks with 
success. Prominent among his get have been Peter. 
Judge White, T. S. Martin. Jupiter. Venus. Bonnet, 
The Clown, Workman, Workinaid. Orphan Lad. 
Giles. Billie Hibbs. Marster. Trey of Spades, Nellie 
Burn. Awless, Reynard, Mistiss. Minnie Baker and 
Aiken. 

This fall seventeen yearlings by Fatherless were 
disposed of, and it remains to be seen whether his 
progeny will “go back” or achieve laurels worthy of 
their sire and their home. 

HOW KINLEY MACK’S SIRE DIED. 

It appears from the details of the death of the 
famous stallion, loliugtou, which occurred recently. 



that the sire of Kinley Mack met with a startlingly 
sudden end. Islington was the property of Henry 
T. Oxnard and was standing at his Blue Ridge Farm 
iu Fauquier County, Virginia. On the day of his 
death. Islington appeared in apparently excellent 
health and condition. When Ids groom went into 
his stall to feed him. the big horse, which was 
always good nntured, muzzled him affectionately as 
he filled the feed box, and immediately the 
box was tilled the stallion buried bis nose in the 
oats. As the groom left the stall, lie heard a crash 
and a groan, which brought him back instantly, only 
to find Islington stretched uihyii the floor. The 

groom at tirst thought the horse had suffered from 
an attack of colic, which would pass away in a 
short time. An investigation, however, dischised 
the fact that Islington was dead and an autopsy, 
ordered by Mr. Oxnard as soon as he heard the news, 
revealed, the cause of the horse’s untimely death, 
namely heart disease. This disease apparently runs 
iu the family of Islington, for one of his sons. 
Michael III., when at Aqueduct in 1898, fell dead of 
heart disease after showing a fast trial for the Met- 
ropolitan Handicap. 

Islington was a chestnut horse foaled in 1888 by 
Isonomy— Dead Lock at the br<*ediug establishment 
of Captain McCalmont in England. Ho was a full- 
brother to (he celebrated English stallion Isinglass, 
the greatest race horse of his time and one of the 
most successful sires that ever stood in England. 
Islington was imported to this country In the early 
nineties by Simoon R<a?d and established in Cali- 
fornia. where he gave to the thoroughbred world 
the great Kinley Mack. The wonderful career 
of this magnificent racer was alone sufficient to 
establish undying fame for the name of Islington. 
Kinley Mack, besides winning the Brooklyn and 
Suburban Handicaps of 1900. also captured the 
Beverwyck, the Autumn Cup and the First Special. 
To his fame as a racer Kiuley Mack, since retiring 
to James Ii. Ilaggin’s Elmendorf Stud, had added 
that of a successful sire, having sent Kinloydale, 
Bouquet and Statesman to the races. 

After Islington had demonstrated his ability to 
beget race horses. Captain •McCalmont sent a man to 
this country to bring him back to England to take 
Isinglass’ place at the head of his stud in the event 
that anything befell that horse. Mr. Oxnard, after 
purchasing the Blue Ridge Farm, set about trying 
to buy Islington to place him at the head of his new 
stud, but was unsuccessful until after the death 
of Captain MeGalmont. who went to Africa to serve 
his country in the Boer war. 

Islington was installed at Blue Ridge three years, 
ago. and his first yearlings were sold this year. 
Some of them were sold at Sheepshead Bay iu the 
spring, while others were sent to England and dis- 
posed of there. The prices realized at these sales 
were good, considering the condition of the thorough- 
bred market, a total of nineteen head bringing 
$8,425. The Chelsea Stable secured one of the most 
promising of Islington’s yearlings, a strapping colt 
out of the Hanover mare. Mias Laudeman. the dam 
of Preceptor. Mr. Oxnard keenly feels the loss of 
his leading stallion, because be regarded the son 
of Isonomy as the best horse on Ills place, although 
Golden Maxim, Prince of Melbourne and Hawkswick 
are standing at Blue Ridge.
